Currently, claims 51, 56, 
and 60 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 51, 56, and 60 are allowed. 

jo 3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 

directed at a stand for pivotally mounting an optical reader. The Knowles patent and previously 
cited reference to Wilke, Jr. teaches a stand with the stand member on which the reader is 
mounted. The art also can be interpreted to contain a holder section in which the grip can be 
dismounted freely and a base for supporting the section. However, cited reference and other 

15 prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to show or fairly teach that the holder 

section pivots within the base and that the stand member has a tongue, which is inserted into the 
holder section so that the tongue can be removed freely.
